Officials hope state legislators 
will be able to craft laws and pro¬ 
visions that will benefit the 
financial and business develop¬ 
ment needs oflocal communities 
during the new sessioa 

One of the ways to accomplish 
that goal is to have representa¬ 
tives well placed on committees, 
said State Sen. Ray Basham (D- 
Taylor), who hopes his new posi¬ 
tion as vice chair of the 
Transportation Committee will 
put both Wayne and Romulus in 
a better position to capitalize on 
future opportunities. 

“We’re the only major city that 
does not have adequate mass 
transit that transports people 
who either prefer not to drive or 
can’t drive to and from a job,” he 
said, “it makes sense that we 
have some sort of transportation 
here, and that it run to the 
(Detroit Metropolitan) Airport” 

Basham - who represents 
both Romulus and Wayne - said 
he’s pleased with the federal 
funding secured by Sea Debbie 
Stabenow to study the usefulness 
of a light rail from Detroit to Ann 
Arbor, but said he does not advo¬ 
cate it following Michigan 
Avenue - or going right through 
the heart of Wayne. He did say 
he would like to see a stop on the 
rail in both Romulus and Wayne, 
however. 

Individual committee assign¬ 
ments - which have been 
announced by the Senate leader¬ 
ship - often don’t equate more 
activity in the districts of the sen¬ 
ators assigned to them, but can 
bring to light several issues that 
may be positively impacted 
because of the visibility of the 
committee. 

Either way, Romulus Mayor 
Alan Lambert said he’s hopeful 
transportation issues can be 
addressed. 

“I certainly hope we can get 
some things up there - the trans¬ 
portation issue is vitally impor¬ 
tant to us,” he said. 

Romulus is in the midst of a 
development boom near the air¬ 
port that would provide jobs for 
people throughout the region, if 
they can get to the place of work. 
The proposed casino and race-

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The site - which is used to store 
equipment and vehicles used for 
laying and repairing asphalt - was 
reviewed by the planning commis¬ 
sion in 1991, with 4 of the 8.9 acres 
of the property used as a contrac¬ 
tor’s yard. Since the approval, 
however, Rey-Mart located on the 
land, and the contractor’s yard 
was moved - without planning 
commission approval. 

The situation came to the atten¬ 
tion of city officials when Rey- 
Mart announced its intention to 
buy 2.9 acres of the site for the 
asphalt business. 

Councilman John Barden said 
that although there was movement 
by Rey-Mart that went unnoticed 


by city officials, it would not be in 
the best interest of the city to 
derail the planning commission’s 
approval of the project 

“I don’t think that when busi¬ 
nesses move things around on 
their property that it’s intention¬ 
al,” he said. “As long as they pro¬ 
vided everything to the planning 
commission that is required, it’s 
OK” 

Barden also added that he did¬ 
n’t think such moves by companies 
were intentional, and that the city 
needed to better communicate 
what it required from businesses 
on an ongoing basis.

The first phase of technology 
upgrades were approved for 
Belleville City Hall recently. 
Included are new computers, a 
new website and ultimately, bet¬ 
ter communication and sendee 
for the public, officials said. 

Within the next 30 days, the 


city will have a new computer 
network to replace the 7-year-old 
system. It will provide general 
Internet access and city officials 
will be able to receive emails for 
the first time at city hall, along 
with a better Internet service. 

“Work efficiency is nowadays 
needed,” said City Manager Steve 
Walters. “We’ll be able to keep 
information more current and 


people will be able to have more 
contact with city officials.” 

Computer Builder’s Warehouse 
of Roseville will provide the net¬ 
work installation using a 3-year 
financing offer for about $23,341. 
The funds will come from the 
Public Improvements Fund and 
part of the facilities improvement 
contribution from the Downtown 
Development Authority 


“This plan has an advantage of 
the hardware supplier and 
installer being the same vendor. 
That way problems involving hard¬ 
ware versus software issues are 
easier to resolve,” said Walters. “It 
will allow this at a fairly reason¬ 
able cost to better serve the pub¬ 
lic.” 

A new phone system and 
Interactive website will come 


next The website will have meet¬ 
ing schedules, agendas, applica¬ 
tions and forms that can be down¬ 
loaded by the public. The phone 
system will include basic features 
like caller ID and call waiting 
that the current city system does 
not have. 

Overall, there will be a lot of 
pluses for the general public, offi¬ 
cials said.

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Soldiers make holiday stop before going to war

Shylah Brooks, 25, of Belleville knows what it’s like to 
have a family member away from home. 

Her husband, Sgt Darwin Brooks Jr., will be one of the 
170 soldiers of the Michigan National Guard 1-182 unit 
who will leave for Iraq this month. It will be his second 
time deployed since 2004 

“Each time he goes over there it’s different and, honest¬ 
ly, fear is the first thing that goes through my mind,” Brooks 
said. “It’s natural to feel that My biggest fear is that some¬ 
thing might happen, but I'm very proud of him for the deci¬ 
sions he’s made. He’s not just protecting us, but every¬ 
body.” 

Darwin Brooks, 25, is currently stationed in Fort Dix, 
New Jersey, but got an unexpected surprise this holiday 
season. He was sent home for the holidays thanks to area 
businesses, including Mighty Key LLC. of Farmington Hills 


and the Family Readiness Groups for Military throughout 
Michigan. 

Shylah Brooks and her two sons, 6-year-old Darwin and 
3-month-old Damon, were beyond excited and surprised, 
she said. 

“Things are never certain in the military so I didn’t even 
tell my son Darwin he was coming home. When he woke 
up in the morning he saw his dad,” she said. 

“The holidays are especially hard, but it’s an everyday 
thing,” she added. “As an adult you feel like you can man¬ 
age, but when you have kids it’s even harden” 

The donations of chartered buses by Bianco Tours 
brought the soldiers back to Michigan and, food, supplies 
and other gifts were provided, too. Jen Bayer, media coor¬ 
dinator for the Family Readiness Group, said when the sol¬ 
diers arrived they couldn’t get off the buses fast enough. 

“It’s horrible to be away from a loved one because you 
never know what’s going to happen,” she said. “It was emo¬ 
tional to watch and brought back a lot of memories for me, 


too.” 

Soldiers also received USB drives that will allow them 
to reach family and friends through Internet access while 
overseas. They can write letters, save them to a memory 
key and their letter will be received during their designat¬ 
ed online time. It allows the soldiers to save their letters to 
the onboard memory, back up files and create secure fold¬ 
ers on the computer Even if the Mighty Key or computer is 
destroyed, their letters, pictures and other digital valu¬ 
ables will be safe in the databanks, according to the organi¬ 
zation. 

“These men and women are putting their lives on the 
line halfway across the world,” said Cliff Hicks, co-founder 
of Mighty Keys. “When we found out we could help our 
local soldiers stay in touch with their loved ones, it was a 
no-brainier” 

The Family Readiness Group will most likely do the 
same thing next year, as well, Bayer said—bring the sol¬ 
diers back home for the holidays.

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Rey-Mart agreed as part of the 
land use application to make 
improvements, and will add a pri¬ 
vate driveway near the rear of the 
facility to provide access to addi¬ 
tional vacant property. The com¬ 
pany has also agreed to plant 33,4 
feet tall shrubs to obscure vehicles 
and construction equipment from 
view. The lighting plan for the site 
is being revised, and an under¬ 
ground fuel storage tank will be 
removed. 

Rey-Mart was required to meet 
seven standards for the land use 
approval. The first is that they 
needed to be located in a predom¬ 
inantly industrial area. The com¬ 
pany also needed to ensure that 
the site is improved using land¬ 
scaping, that access in and out of 
the facility is improved, that the 


layout of the land minimize nui¬ 
sances and noise, that provisions 
be made to contain dust and parti¬ 
cles, and that adjacent businesses 
and residences will not be affect¬ 
ed by operations. 

A public hearing scheduled by 
the Romulus Planning 
Commission Dec. 18 reviewed the 
plan and allowed residents and 
business to air their concerns. Two 
letters criticizing the project were 
read into the record, and one resi¬ 
dent present at the hearing sup¬ 
ported the approval of the applica¬ 
tion. 

City Planner Cynthia Lyon rec¬ 
ommended the approval of the 
application, and the seven-mem¬ 
ber commission voted to approve 
the measure.

Time to say thanks 

With all the growing concern about bond issues, finances and 
funding, it’s easy to overlook one thing about local school board mem¬ 
bers. 

They do a lot of good work. 

January has been set aside as School Board Recognition Month, a 
time to thank people who traditionally do a thankless job. 

Serving on the school board is an important, and often overlooked, 
duty. Most people tend to not show up at meetings unless they’re 
angry at something or someone and they often overlook the many 
positive things for which school board members are responsible. 

Throughout the state, there are 4,000 school board members serv¬ 
ing in 552 local and 57 intermediate school districts, according to the 
Michigan Association of School Boards. Collectively, they oversee an 
educational budget of $12 billion and make decisions that affect 1.7 
million students in kindergarten through their senior year in high 
school. 

They are responsible for the kinds of decisions that often get par¬ 
ents in an uproar: school boundaries and school policies, decisions 
on how best to use the facilities they have and how to smartly prepare 
for the future. It’s usually a volunteer job, too. 

Perhaps the greatest misconception about those who serve on 
school boards is the amount of time involved. It’s not just attendance 
at a meeting every two weeks. There are countless subcommittee 
meetings that take place between those, innumerable events to 
attend. It’s not a hat that you can take off once the microphones shut 
down, either They’re out there in the community open for comments 
at all times. 

School boards in general will face many difficult decisions this 
year. There’s the perpetual funding issues looming over their heads— 
how to deal with dramatically increasing costs with a relatively stag¬ 
nant revenue stream while at the same time getting the word out that 
this difficulty did not start locally, but is a symptom of a state-wide 
problem. Some districts, like Plymouth-Canton and Northville, are 
trying to deal with growth issues at a time when voters have told them 
they don’t want another tax increase. Districts like the Inkster Public 
Schools are tasked with continuing the improvement they’ve shown 
in recent years as they continue to attract more students back into the 
district Wayne-Westland, one of the largest districts in the state, faces 
continued competition from neighbors, too. 

In short, it isn’t an easy job. We salute those who take up the call 
and try to improve their community despite the many difficulties 
they know they’ll face. We think you should, too. 

Some smart choices 

The votes on the Westland City Council set up an interesting politi¬ 
cal dynamic for the remainder of the year 

The choice of Charles Pickering for council president was fairly 
predictable—Pickering has done a good job in the role in the past— 
but the election of Cheryl Graunstadt to president pro tern was a bit 
of a surprise. Still, we like the move; it will give her a chance to 
expand her political boundaries and perhaps give more weight to her 
opinions. 

Likewise, the appointment of Bill Wild to the mayoral spot is a 
good one. Wild has showed confidence and poise throughout his term 
as council president and we think he’ll prove a worthy successor to 
Sandra Cicirelli, who was elected as judge of the 18th District Court 

Wild has said that one of his inherited problems—the ongoing 
issue at Central Cily Park—will be the focus of his administration. He

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A woman who’ll be missed 


One of my first Westland City Council memories 
is of Mildred Evans. 

I was new to the beat, just finding my way 
around the city as our newspaper group had re¬ 
absorbed The Eagle. I had only heard stories about 
city council proceedings at that time, and it was 
enough to make me sit near the back of the room, 
near the exit 

I don’t remember what she was talking about—I 
think it was something vaguely critical that Council 
President Chuck Pickering acknowledged with 
cheerful grace—I only remember shaking my head 
and wondering what I had gotten myself into. 

Looking at her coffin Monday afternoon, I now 
wonder what the city has lost 

That was just the first of many memories of 
Millie, who passed away on FHday at the age of 90. 
Anyone who has been to a Westland City Council 
meeting or watched one on television probably 
knows who she was, a spunky old woman who was 
passionate about her community. 

I didn’t realize it at first to be honest I thought 
she was a little out there—someone with more con-

spiracy theories than Fox 
Mulder from the X-Files. 

It was only through watching 
and listening to her—both at the meetings and 
here at the office—that I gradually realized that 
Mrs. Evans was something of a fading breed, that 
old school community watchdog who hears things 
that other people don’t and points out things that 
other people wouldn’t She was passionate about 
her city, her neighbors—particularly those who 
couldn’t look after themselves or were too shy to 
stir up the pot She certainly was not 

You can say a lot of things about her, but shy 
wouldn’t enter the equation. Mrs. Evans was out¬ 
spoken and opinionated and she didn’t care whose 
feathers she ruffled as she made her case. 

Sure, she wasn’t always on the mark—who is? 
But there was one consistent thing about all her 
criticisms, her statements and her questions. Her 
heart was in the right place. 

She would often call me here at the office. It was

has already started to make good on that 
promise, acting immediately to fully fence 
off the troubled land. 

That’s probably a good move, too. 
When news first broke of the potential for 
lead contamination in portions of the 
park, we thought the issue might have 
been a little overblown. Perhaps carried 
by a relatively slow new cycle toward the 
end of the year It has since taken on a life 


of its own. Some troubling results among 
the residents tested for lead contamina¬ 
tion didn’t help the matter, although it may 
be difficult to determine if those results 
stemmed from time at the park or came 
from elsewhere. 

Still, with an issue like this, it’s best to 
follow the old saying: better safe than 
sorry. At a time of year when the park 
doesn’t see as much use, it makes sense to 
limit the liability of the city and keep it 
closed until more answers are developed. 
Wild has shown positive initiative here, 
and has handled the issue in the best way 
possible.

Area soldier completes 2nd tour in Iraq, heads for Texas

The hal'd pail of military ser¬ 
vice may be over for Anthony 
Stabile. 

The Wayne resident rejoined 
his army troop last week, but 
headed for Fort Hood after two 
successful tours in Iraq. 

‘It was not how I imagined it, 
that’s for sure,” he said. 

An army specialist e-4 for the 
Echo 167 Company, Stabile 
joined the army in February of 
2003 when he was 20 years old. 
He missed the invasion by a cou¬ 
ple of months, he said, but was in 
the country when Sadam 
Hussein was captured. 

“I’ve always loved the army 
since I was a kid,” he said. “It 
was something I always wanted 
to do.” 

He spent two tours in Iraq—a 
9-month deployment and a 12- 


month deployment—and should 
be done with his active service 
in March. He’ll be a reserve for 
another year, though, and he’s 
learned to be a little skeptical of 
army deadlines. He was origi¬ 
nally supposed to be through 
with active service last 
February, but was told that 
wouldn’t happen 

Stabile has served a variety of 
roles in the armed service, but 
the most common one is to 
search for Improvised Explosive 
Devices (IEDs). He said his com¬ 
pany moved around a lot, check¬ 
ing roadways in various loca¬ 
tions. It’s a tense job, driving 
along at 10 mph, searching road¬ 
sides for 10 hours a day—when 
you don’t know exactly what 
you’re looking for. 

“Sometimes they’re buried in 
the ground, sometimes they’re 
stuck in bushes or hidden in 
cars,” he said. “There are all 


kinds of places where you can 
hide them.” 

When they do find them, they 
radio for a removal unit—even 
though Stabile and his unit are 
trained in explosives and can 
safely dismantle the bombs, 
themselves. The removal units 
get the benefits—including 
increased pay—that Sabile’s 
does not, even though their work 
is not as hazardous. 

“By the time they get there, 
it’s a controlled environment,” 
he said. 

Stabile has performed other 
services, too, including a time on 
boat patrol along the Euphrates 
River when his unit was sta¬ 
tioned in an old power plant 
about an hour south of Baghdad. 

He’s been relatively 
unscathed during his time in the 
war-tom land, too. He’s wearing 
a cut on his forehead now, but he 
earned that in the basement of 


his Wayne home when he and 
his friends got together for a 
bout of extreme wrestling. 
Stabile won. 

He had some close calls, 
though. Early in his second tour 
a huge piece of shrapnel landed 
in a nearby bunk that could’ve 
killed him. 

“By then we were used to it,” 
he said, “but the new guys were 
kind of freaked out. After a 
while you don’t pay much atten¬ 
tion to it” 

Stabile has had plenty of time 
to watch the interaction between 
Iraqi citizens and American 
troops, too. He said the images of 
the war here in the U.S. are 
largely just the negative ones. 
Most Iraqis, he said, are general¬ 
ly indifferent to the troops. 

“Some people do really like 
us there, I’ve seen it,” he said. 
“Most of them don’t care 
whether we live or die.”

County commission prepares for 2007

. Members of the Wayne County 
Commission believe that regional 
projects like public transit and 
health care access are just some 
of the key goals for the 2007-2008 
legislative yean 

Jewel Ware (D-Detroit), who 
was elected recently to her third 
term as chairwoman, said the 
commission would explore the 
best practices that are in place 
across the country to see what 
innovations can be brought to 
Wayne Counly. She said she was 
grateful for another term at the 
head of the commission 

“I am truly honored and hum¬ 
bled by my re-election,” said 
Ware. “Being chair of the Wayne 
County Commission is a huge 
responsibility and it is one I do 
not take lightly.” 

Agenda items will include 
public transit, a new internation¬ 
al border crossing, working with 
the City of Detroit to improve 
Cobo Hall and, working with the 
state and city to improve access to 
health care for the uninsured and 
under-insured. 

‘The public has shown a need 
for (public transit). We’re trying to 
tie in other organizations with the 


city and state to set-up a working 
task force to really get involved,” 
Ware said. “We’re also looking 
into continuously working closely 
with those communities and part¬ 
nerships for regional projects. 

While we must support region¬ 
al efforts, we cannot lose site of 
our key function, which is making 
certain Wayne County delivers 
mandated services like public 
safety and criminal justice.” 

Health care access, she said, 
has been a great disappointment 

“As you know the executive 
branches came together with the 
Wayne County Health Authority 
and to date, the authority has 
done poorly,” Ware said. “We 
need to reorganize how we pro¬ 
vide health care access. One con¬ 
cept is to find resources for doc¬ 
tors to operate clinics in the 
neighborhoods for people.” 


“Leatured Engagement” 


Ware said originally the county 
took care of people without 
health insurance and, at one time 
even had a county general hospi¬ 
tal to send people. 

“The need is greater than 
money,” she said. 

Locally, Commissioner Kevin 
McNamara (D-Canton) said it’s 
about minimizing the hurt and 
maximizing the help. 

“I have to vote to improve 
measures in all districts so now 
I’m drafting a community adviso¬ 
ry board and all the township and 
city officials have agreed to join,” 
he said. 

District 11, which covers 
Wayne, Canton Township, 
Belleville, Van Buren Township 
and Sumpter Township, will see 
several new initiatives. In 
Belleville, McNamara said main¬ 
taining and protecting lake funds 
will be important, while in Wayne 
the senior hot lunch program will 
be expanded and the regional 
economic development plan will 
be re-opened for economic devel¬ 
opment areas and industries to 
gain funds, he said. 

“We’re starting to begin a tour 
around the communities to make 
sure we build a 
closer repoire,”

Futuristic film proves a breed above the rest 



It is difficult to define what makes a great 
movie great 

It has to be simultaneously artistic and 
entertaining all the while supplying a signifi¬ 
cant and pragmatic storyline—one that will 
keep viewers thinking long after the theater 
lights turn on. It must be both powerful and 
meaningful. 

Children of Men , a limited release on 
Christmas Day and a wide release last week¬ 
end. is all of the above and more—easily mak¬ 
ing it one of the best films of2006. 

Before the Academy Awards turned into a 
popularity contest this is the type of film that 
would have garnered serious buzz due to the 
exceptional direction of Alfonso Cuaron and 
acting by Clive Owen. Cuaron, one of the 
brightest directors to come along in many 
years, crashed onto the scene with his highly 
acclaimed Y tu Mama' Tambien and restored 
faith in the Harry Potter series with The 
Prisoner ofAzkaban. 

In Children, he transforms London into a 
post apocalyptic anarchist society in the not 
too distant 2027. Not only is the world nearly 
without order, it is completely childless due 
to an infertility defect in the population. 
England fares better than most nations, 
though. In turn the country is the prime desti¬ 
nation for refugees (“fugees”) from around 
the globe. And what’s left of the govern¬ 
ment—one that infuses antidepressants onto 
the public and supplies households with a 
suicide drug aptly named Quietus with the 
tag line, “You choose when”—spends time 
rounding them up and fending off attacks by 
nationalist sects such as the Fishes. 

The story starts Nov. 16, 2027 when the 
struggling population is stricken with the 
death of the youngest person alive, Baby 
Diego, 18 years old. 

Minutes after hearing the news, Theo 
(Owen)—an ex-activist turned cynical bureau¬ 
crat—narrowly escapes death when the cof¬ 
fee shop he just visited explodes. Shortly 
after that he becomes the unlikely center of 
attention when the Fishes, led by former 
flame Julian (Julianne Moore), recruit him to 


obtain transit papers for a particularly impor¬ 
tant fugee named Kee, played by newcomer 
Clare-Hope Ashitey. 

Kee is the ‘key 1 to the future as she reveals 
herself as the first pregnant woman in more 
than 18 years. The simple plan to get Kee out 
of the country and into the safe hands of a 
mysterious group called The Human Project 
quickly dissipates. The turn of events sends 
Theo, aided by his hippie friend Jasper 
(played brilliantly by a longhaired Michael 
Caine), on a dangerous and heroic journey to 
save Kee and the future of humankind. 

The film reaches an emotional pinnacle 
when the newborn’s crying stops time. It 
takes the breath away of those on and off the 
screea 

Cuaron stages some of the best action 
scenes to date while supplying each frame 
with enough artistic touch and symbolism (be 
it through dialogue, background graffiti or 
names) to make any film reviewer, critic or 


connoisseur go goo-goo ga-ga. The original 
storyline is a breath of fresh air—especially 
in these trying times in the industry. 
However, its dark and gritty topic doesn’t 
have the normal Hollywood sugar coating 
either That, along with the lack of back-story 
and abrupt ending, might make it hard for 
many moviegoers to swallow. 

Fellow moviegoers expressed their dislike 
for the ending with grunts and groans and by 
simply saying, “That ending sucked.” 

I, too, was initially put off by it but realized 
that there was no need to delve further. 
Anything more would have made the movie 
typical and we learn right from the opening 
moments that it’s anything but 

Children of Men tackles a deep topic of a 
world that’s lost its innocence but with bril¬ 
liant handling of concept and direction it 
might as well be viewed as the rebirth of film- 
making because it surely is a breed above the 
rest

Film shows classic fairy 
tales should be left alone 


Filmmakers have made great strides in 
animated films, both visually and in terms 
of storyline, but you wouldn’t know it by 
watching Happily N’ever After.

The Canton Chiefs were hun¬

The Chiefs were still looking 
for their first victory when they 
headed to cross-campus rival 
Salem.
